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REPORT  OF  SUPERINTENDENT 
OF  SCHOOLS 


To  the  Superintending  School  Committee  and  Citizens  of 
Morrill : 

Citizens,  generally,  are  aware  of  a  changing  concep- 
tion of  what  schools  ought  to  be.  It  is  rather  important, 
I  believe  that  citizens  understand  clearly  this  changing 
philosophy.  In  my  discussion  of  school  activities  and  prob- 
lems I  recognize  that  most  people  make  demands  upon 
the  schools  that  include,  but  go  above  and  beyond,  that 
of  the  three  R's  or  subject  matter.  In  any  number  of  ways, 
usually  because  people  express  their  ideas  in  different 
terms,  most  people  recognize  that  schools  should  come 
closer  to  meeting  the  personal  needs,  interests,  and  prob- 
lems of  pupils,  and  failing  this,  all  the  education  they 
receive  in  subject  matter  will  be  of  little  significance  to 
them  or  to  society.  A  recent  newspaper  story  described 
the  criminal  career  of  five  high  school  youths.  These  boys 
came  from  good  homes,  they  were  good  average  scholars 
at  school,  they  were  receiving  religious  instruction  at 
their  churches,  yet  they  find  themselves  in  serious  diffi- 
culty with  the  law.  These  boys  have  been  facing  a 
personal  problem  far  more  serious  than  the  mastery  of 
any  field  of  subject  matter.  It  is  for  this  reason  that  many 
educators  and  citizens  believe  that  "education  ought  to 
enable  each  individual  to  deal  intelligently  with  the  prob- 
lems and  issues  of  contemporary  life."  In  every  one  of 
our  states  the  school  has  become  the  center  of  the  effort 
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to  bring  education  closer  to  the  every  day  life  of  the 
pupils  and  to  the  community  itself. 

A  study  of  the  financial  report  will  indicate  that 
due  to  our  unexpended  balance,  it  will  be  possible  to  re- 
duce the  town  appropriation  for  schools  in  1950-51.  This 
reduced  appropriation  will  not  qualify  Morrill  for  Equal- 
ization in  December  1951  and  it  will  also  reduce  the 
teaching  position  subsidy  because  our  school  rate  will 
be  approximately  17  mills. 

To  the  many  citizens  who  have  cooperated  in  making 
this  school  year  a  success  and  who  have  worked  faithfully 
in  the  interests  of  the  youth  of  Morrill,  I  wish  to  express 
my  sincerest  thanks.

Re :  Audit  of  Accounts  -  Town  of  Morrill 
February  15,  1948  to  February  26,  1949 
An  examination  has  been  completed  of  the  financial 

accounts  and  transactions  of  the  Town  of  Morrill  for  the 

municipal  year  ended  February  26,  1949. 

CASH 

The  cash  balance  at  the  close  of  the  fiscal  year 
amounted  to  $5,564.18  and  was  available  for  current 
expenditure.  This  amount  was  reconciled  with  the  records 
of  the  Treasurer  and  the  bank  statement  of  the  First 
National  Bank  of  Belfast,  Maine. 

An  analysis  made  of  the  receipts  indicated  that  all 
cash  recorded  as  received  had  been  deposited  in  the  bank. 

It  was  ascertained  that  all  payments  were  made  by 
check  from  town  orders  properly  authorized. 

ACCOUNTS  RECEIVABLE 

According  to  the  records,  at  February  26,  1949,  the 
accounts  receivable  amounted  to  $41.32.  This  amount  is 
due  from  the  Tax  Collector. 

TAXES  RECEIVABLE 

The  total  taxes  receivable  at  February  26,  1949,  as 
shown  by  the  records  of  the  Tax  Collector,  was  $541.57. 
Of  this  amount  $488.50  represents  the  1948  unpaid  ac- 
counts and  the  remaining  $53.07  represents  unpaid 
accounts  for  the  years  1947,  1939  and  1938. 

TAX  LIENS 

At  the  close  of  the  fiscal  year,  the  outstanding  tax 
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liens  amounted  to  $366.98  and  the  detail  supporting  this 
amount  is  shown  on  Schedule  A-ll.  The  tax  liens  were 
.  found  on  file  with  the  Treasurer  and  were  examined. 

TAX  DEEDS 

There  was  no  change  in  this  account  during  the  year. 
The  outstanding  tax  deeds  at  February  26,  1949  amounted 
to  $125.67. 

TAX  ACQUIRED  PROPERTY 

The  detail  of  the  property  acquired  by  the  town 
through  non-payment  of  taxes  is  shown  on  Schedule  A-5. 

DEFERRED  REVENUE 

The  1949  excise  tax  which  was  collected  prior  to  the 
closing  of  books  February  26,  1949  has  been  carried  for- 
ward to  the  ensuing  year  for  expenditure. 

RESERVE 

The  reserve  for  authorized  expenditure,  as  shown  on 
Exhibits  A  and  D,  represents  the  net  unexpended  balances 
which  have  been  carried  forward  to  the  ensuing  year. 

SURPLUS 

The  unappropriated  surplus  represents  the  excess  of 
assets  over  liabilities  and  reserves.  An  analysis  of  the 
change  in  this  account  is  shown  on  Exhibit  E  of  this  report. 

TRUST  FUNDS 

The  savings  accounts  and  investments  of  the  trust 
fund  monies  were  verified.  It  was  ascertained  that  all 
income  had  been  deposited  and  that  the  disbursements 
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appeared  to  be  in  accordance  with  the  terms  of  the  be- 
quests. 

An  analysis  made  of  trust  fund  operations  revealed 
that  income  in  the  amount  of  $3.13  could  not  be  identified 
with  any  particular  fund  or  funds.  This  amount  has, 
therefore,  been  set  up  as  an  unidentified  unexpended  in- 
come. 

GENERAL 

The  1948  assessment  and  commitment  records  and 
collections  on  the  1948  commitment  were  examined.  It 
was  ascertained  that  the  warrant  of  commitment  was  in 
agreement  with  the  assessment  records  and  the  tax  list 
as  committed  to  the  Collector. 

The  overlay  of  $314.05  was  within  the  legal  limit  of 
5  %  of  the  appropriations  plus  state  and  county  taxes. 

Presented  on  Exhibit  B  are  the  sources  of  current 
year's  revenue  and  the  departmental  expenditures  which 
reflect  a  net  gain  from  operations  of  $1,205.25. 

The  1948  Excise  tax  receipts  Nos.  36  to  155  and  those 
for  1949,  Nos.  1  to  86  were  verified  by  examination  of  the 
receipts. retained  by  the  Collector. 

During  the  course  of  this  audit  a  uniform  bookkeeping 
system  for  municipalities  was  installed  on  request  of  the 
municipal  officers. 

Corporate  surety  bonds  were  found  on  file  but  were 
unsigned  by  the  principal  in  each  instance. 

While  a  detailed  audit  was  not  made  of  all  transac- 
tions during  the  year,  accounting  records  and  other  sup- 
porting evidence  were  tested  or  examined  by  methods 
and  to  the  extent  deemed  appropriate.
